Patrolman Edward J. Higgin- 
bottom, an Andover police officer 
for two years, was placed on 
administrative leave Monday 
morning after allegedly being 
kicked out of a DARE training 
program. 

“One of our officers has been 
placed on administrative leave as 
a result of certain allegations 
about his conduct at a DARE 
training program,” Lt. Phillip 
Froburg, operations commander 
at the department, said Monday. 
“The department is investigating 
the incident and will have no fur- 
ther information on this incident 
until the completion of the inves- 
tigation.” 

Police and town officials 
would not confirm Officer Hig- 
ginbottom is the officer involved, 
but the Townsman learned the 
officer’s identity from a source 
who wished to remain anony- 
mous. 

“The people making the allega- 
tions need to file a report (in 
writing) with this department, 
and we'll go from there,” Lt. 
Froburg said. “I just don’t feel 
that it’s fair to the individual.” 

The officer completed the two- 
week training, but did not gradu- 
ate from the program, according 
to Lt. Froburg. Officer Higginbot- 
tom was in the training program 
for the past two weeks. 

“He’s on paid leave — no police 
duties — until we complete our 
investigation,” Lt. Froburg said.

Linda Smith, R-Wash.; and the 
presidents of the League of Women 
Voters, Public Citizen and Common 
Cause. 

The meeting was designed to gar- 
ner public support for campaign 
finance reform legislation authored 
by Rep. Meehan, R-Mass., and intro- 
duced in the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives last October. 

The bill calls for abolishing politi- 
cal action committees, setting volun- 
tary campaign spending limits, 
requiring most contributions to origi- 
nate in a candidate’s home state, elim- 
inating “soft money” party contribu- 
tions and “bundling” of donations 
from individuals from the same orga- 
nization limiting lobbyist contribu- 
tions and ending “franked” taxpayer- 
funded mass mailings in election 
years, among other restrictions.

very Tuesday afternoon, 
Dan Feingold and 10 


developmentally delayed 
high school students buy gro- 
ceries for Edith Sweeney, an 
elderly Andover resident. 

This is just one of many ser- 
vices that the after-school 
inclusion program at Andover 
High provides for the commu- 
nity. The inclusion program 
works to “mainstream” men- 
tally challenged teenagers into 
jobs and volunteer positions. 

The after-school inclusion 


activities are an extension of 


the special needs program at 
Andover High School, which is 
run by teacher Ann Wilde. 

The purpose is to give devel- 
opmentally delayed students 
structured days similiar to 
that of other high school stu- 
dents. 

“We're attempting to pro- 
vide them with as typical a day 
as possible,” said Ms. Wilde. 

One way students have been 
provided with a typical day is 
through Mr. Feingold’s after- 
school activities. He, along 
with co-cordinator Danielle 
Cucinotta, were hired by Ms. 
Wilde specifically to develop 
the after-school program. 

“My goal is to get develop- 
mentally disabled children 
networked into the communi- 
ty,” said Mr. Feingold, a Uni- 
versity of Washingtion history 
graduate and Cambridge resi- 
dent. 

Mr. Feingold is pursuing a 
master’s degree at UMass 
Boston while working at 
Andover High with Ms. Wilde 
and Ms. Cucinotta. 

One student in the program 
is Christina Hamilton. Once a 
week for two hours, she works 
at Dunkin’ Donuts on Main 
Street. 

Mr. Feingold said that 
Dunkin’ Donuts gives her 
tasks encouraging repetition 
and reinforcement.

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O’Brien: Valley drove bulk of 95 senate session 


By Neil Fater 
ndover’s state senator, John D. 
Acre Jr., will run for re-elec- 
tion and — it being a campaign 
year - he won’t commit himself to any- 
thing he can’t deliver. 

In fact, when asked what taxpayers 
can expect him to accomplish by the 
end of the new session, Sen. O’Brien 
made no promises and offered only one 
answer. 

“I hope to have established, or been 
part of establishing, plans to deregu- 
late the electricity industry, which will 
include clear rules to bring lower-cost 
power,” said Sen. O’Brien, the Senate 
energy committee chairman. 

Although he avoided making 
pledges for the 1996 session, Sen. 
O’Brien had plenty to say about last 
year, a year he believes was highlight- 
ed by Merrimack Valley issues. 

Massachusetts’ efforts at welfare 
reform, for instance, was one area he 
labeled as “driven by people in the 
Merrimack Valley.” 

“At the time, and I think still, it’s 
the most far-reaching reform of any 
state in the country,” said Sen. 
O’Brien. “I think what I crafted with 
Sen. Jajuga really kept the debate 
going. The first person to offer a two- 
year limit was me in the Senate.” 

Sen. O’Brien also pointed to the pas- 
sage of the so-called Raytheon Bill, 
which he said will provide tax breaks 
to all manufacturers within five years. 

“Again, this was a Merrimack Val- 
ley issue because of the large plant in 
Andover and its number of Merrimack 
Valley employees,” he said. 

Raytheon officials had threatened 
they might move the company to a 
more business-friendly environment if 
the state could not provide tax breaks. 

Sen. O’Brien’s involvement with 
Andover issues such as acquiring 
grant money to help clean up and 
improve Pomps Pond beach area, and 
garnering about $970,000 in public- 
works funds to extend Burtt Road, also 
appear on his 1995 resumé. 

The Burtt Road extension will bene- 
fit Andover industries there and help 
increase Andover’s tax base. More 


state funds will probably be needed if 
further business expansion is planned, 
he said. 

“We should do the thinking and the 
planning now, and if it is a good idea 
we should try to get some more (state 
public works) money,” said Sen. 
O’Brien. 

While Sen. O’Brien will continue to 
work on the Burtt Road expansion, he 
will also continue to provide assistance 
to residents such as Leo Doherty, who 
is pushing to keep train whistles silent. 

Although Sen. O’Brien helped to 
silence most whistles temporarily, fed- 
eral laws may soon force the blowing of 
whistles at nearly every intersection 
again. Fortunately for those 
Andoverites who say they were miss- 
ing out on a peaceful night’s sleep, Sen. 
O’Brien said federal officials have indi- 
cated they might be able to work out a 
compromise. 

“They did say to be creative. They 
will entertain ideas and solutions,” he 
said. “But we shouldn’t raise expecta- 
tions because they’re going to hang

Let’s face it, electricity deregulation 
sounds like the title of a book on an 
insomniac’s nightstand. 

But within the next few years, elec- 
tricity deregulation could impact the 
electric bills - and therefore the pock- 
etbook - of nearly every person in 
Massachusetts. That tends to get peo- 
ple’s attention. 

This is one reason why Sen. John 
O’Brien is excited about being reap- 
pointed as chairman of the Senate 
energy committee. 

“I’ve wanted to keep this chairman- 
ship because it allows me to be 
involved with something that is going 
to affect each one of our districts,” said 
Sen. O’Brien, looking ahead to the ses- 
sion that began Jan. 22. “If this works 
the way it’s supposed to work, you're 
going to get a lower rate — whether 
you're a business, a resident, or 
Raytheon — than you’re paying now.”

Housing Bill 

As for the coming year, Sen. O’Brien 
plans to file a housing bill meant to 
alleviate some of the tenant-landlord 
problems he said he’s seen in 
Lawrence. 

When a tenant has a problem with 
his or her landlord, the tenant often 
withholds the rent until the problem is 
fixed. However, Sen. O’Brien said “a 
lot of people are just holding their 
rent,” taking advantage of this and 
therefore placing landlords in financial 
difficulties. 

Sen. O’Brien’s bill would require the 
rent money to go into an escrow 
account to be administered by the 
courts until the issue is resolved.

Sen. O’Brien looks to light up lives by lowering bills 


Currently, a few energy companies 
have monopolies over different areas 
of the state, and companies that gener- 
ate power have to work through these 
monopolies. In the Andover area, Mas- 
sachusetts Electric has a monopoly on 
selling, transmitting and distributing 
power. 

But companies that generate power 
are clamoring for a piece of the action, 
and this could lead to the partial end of 
electricity monopolies. Under a new 
system, consumers would select their 
own electricity generator, similar to 
how people now select their long dis- 
tance companies. 

During this month, the different 
utilities companies will submit their 
plans for the industry restructuring. 

Of the plans available Sen. O’Brien 
said he favors Mass Electric’s plan 
because “that’s the one that comes 
closest to getting us to a competitive 
market where everyone gets a benefit

relatively soon.” 

If this plan was agreed to and adopt- 
ed smoothly, a competitive system 
would be in place by Jan. 1, 1998. 
While those who produce energy 
would sell it directly to the consumer 
under any reform, Mass Electric 
would still hold a monopoly on the 
transmission and distribution of the 
service. 

Under such a plan, consumers 
would see several columns on their 
new bill. There would be a charge for 
the generator’s services, a charge for 
Mass Electric’s transmission and dis- 
tribution over the wires, and a fixed 
cost to pay for Mass Electric’s so-called 
stranded investment. 

Sen. O’Brien said Mass Electric 
claims it spent a large sum to provide 
areas with power that it might not 
have had it known it would no longer 
have a monopoly. These costs make up

Building Committee eyes what will go if more cuts needed 


increase congestion in the hallways 
and provide less library space, but 
would gain $150,000 for the construc- 
tion coffers, according to architects. 

“I think that the stairs is a smart 
thing to do. However, if you can’t 
afford to complete the project it’s one of 
the things to go,” said David Croteau, 
architect. 

Even if workers don’t build the new 
stairs, they will still do away with the 
existing main foyer area and connect 
the current library and library annex 
areas, thus expanding the library. The 
existing High School stairs would 
remain. 

If possible, some officials would pre- 
fer to delay decisions on cuts until they 


reach Town Meeting, April 8. 

“If Town Meeting doesn’t give you 
the money, you’re in a world of hurt 
anyway,” said Jim Marsh, building 
committee chairman. 

“Why take it out now and never be 
able to put it back in, and then find out 
you have the money for it?” agreed 
Dick Neal, superintendent. 

Mr. Neal also said if Town Meeting 
doesn’t approve the $2.8 million article 
to finish the High School, then $150,000 
isn’t going to make much difference. 
The committee will have to make mil- 
lions in cuts. 

“Why put this off? If it’s a prudent 
thing to do in two months, then it’s a 
prudent thing to do now,” said Gil Mar- 
tin, building committee member. 


Boxed in, fighting back 

While the building committee is 
talking about potential cuts, Susan Dal- 
ton, School Committee chairwoman, is 
worried about what’s being spent. 

Ms. Dalton said she’s concerned 
that if money continues to be spent on 
various areas of the building, then 
soon the only thing left to cut will be 
education-specification related items. 
In other words, the School Committee 
will be forced to make education-relat- 
ed cuts because there won’t be any 
bricks-and-mortar items left to elimi- 
nate. 

According to the state, only the 
School Committee can change educa- 
tional specifications, which are the 
educational. . requirements. . .and 


improvements that are the reason for 
the construction. 

But if the committee is backed into a 
corner, the decision will be taken out 
of its hands, said Ms. Dalton. A change 
to these specifications could also 
threaten the planned 60 percent reim- 
bursement from the state. 

Dick Neal, superintendent, drove 
this point home at the Feb. 8 building 
committee meeting. 

“Why is it that anything would start 
that’s not ed. spec. at this point in 
time?” asked Mr. Neal. “There’s got to 
be things in this project right now — 
essentially you haven’t touched the 
inside of the building — that could be 
stopped so you don’t force us into (cut-,

regulation restrictions. Another devel- 
oper has proposed spending $75,000 or 
more on a septic system at the former 
Elks property on South Main Street 
the same site rejected for a new senior 
center because of poor drainage — to 
allow for construction of a school 
building on the site. 

While halting further expansion of 
public utilities might slow develop- 
ment in some areas, it may not be pos- 
sible to stop growth if developers are 
willing to pay for the work themselves, 
according to town officials. But conser- 
vation-minded residents, like Marta 
Hornidge of 11 Ballardvale Road, and 
Alan French, of 17 Moreland Ave., are 
looking at what avenues are available - 
including legal or legislative —- to slow 
the growth. 


Limiting sewer extensions 
Susan Dalton, School Committee 
chairwoman and life long town resi- 
dent, recognizes that a lot of residents 
in town are saying, “stop the growth.” 

“But I'm not sure when you look at 
town hall if you find town hall agreeing 
with that,” Ms. Dalton said. 

Town officials won't halt additions 
to the sewer system because they do 
not want to slow growth, she says. 
That’s because growth increases the 
town’s levy limit, which is the amount 
it can raise in taxes under Proposition 
2k. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
disagreed with that notion. He said 
recently that there will be more pres- 
sure on the town to extend the sewer 
system due to the new Title 5 septic 
regulations, but that doing so goes 
against current town policy. 

“The basic priority - policy — is not 
to expand the sewer system any more 
with town money,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said. 

Yet, Ms. Dalton pointed out, Mr. 
Stapezynski included $44 million in 
this year’s Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram for sewer eXtensions for some- 
time after the year 2002. 

“T list it in there as a project, a very 
large project,” he said. That money 
would be for completing the sewer sys- 
tem, as laid out in the sewer master 
plan, only if and when the town choos- 
es to do so, he said, and that is not the 
case right now.

That has been the case in many of 
the subdivisions recently approved, 
such as the 59-lot Fieldstone Meadows 
off Dascomb Road. In that case, the 
developer connected the development 
to the existing sewer line on Chester 
Street. 

Sewer Master Plan 

The original master plan for sewer 
was completed in the 1960s, and has 
been updated “a couple of times,” most 
recently about five or seven years ago, 
according to Bob McQuade, Public 
Works director. But it has not been 
changed to take in any more of the 
town. 

“The master sewer plan, as original- 
ly delineated and which has not been 
changed, is (from Interstate) 93 east to 
not-quite-up-to the (Route 125) bypass,” 
Mr. McQuade said. 

Areas west of I-93 and east of the 
bypass were not and still are not 
included in the plan. And that is the 
way it was originally designed by the 
Board of Selectmen, according to Mr. 
McQuade. 

“The policy of the Board of Select- 
men has been - is now and has been in 
the past — not to expand the sewer sys- 
tem,” Mr. McQuade said, even within 
the boundaries of the original plan. “I 
guess it’s been the opinion of the board 
members in the past to say that 
expanding the sewer system increases 
growth.” 

But Mr. McQuade doesn't agree with 
that notion. 

“If you look at it over the years, the 
extension of the utilities does not in 
itself increase growth, is my opinion 
personally,” he said. 

Town sewer protects the wetlands, 
he said. Leaching fields, any leaching 
fields, put some sewage into the ground 
water and into streams and rivers, Mr. 
McQuade said. 

“There’s certain natural purifica- 
tion, but you do get certain ground 
water pollution from leaching fields,”

he said. 

The only expansions of the system 
allowed in the recent past - other than 
those paid for by developers - have 
been where leaching fields have failed 
and selectmen have voted to protect 
those areas by extending it, Mr. 
McQuade said. Voters will face exactly 
that situation at April Town Meeting 
when residents of Pilgrim Drive and 
Pioneer Circle, both across Reserva- 
tion Road from Bakers Meadow Pond, 
will ask them to extend the sewer sys- 
tem down those roads. 

Without the extension, each house 
on the two roads would be faced with 
spending $5,000 to $10,000 to build new 
leaching fields, according to Mr. 
McQuade. With approval of this article, 
they will spend about $10,000 each, “but 
it’s a permanent solution,” he said.

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tests, Ms. Dalton said. Everett Penney, 
Andover’s health director, agreed. 
There is overwhelming evidence that 
extending the sewer makes develop- 
ment and growth more feasible, he 
said. 

“Instead of having two checks, and 
controls — zoning and septic - you now 
have only the zoning,” Mr. Penney 
said. Extending the sewer is really a 
public health issue, he said. 

“I think we should keep West 
Andover and South Andover sewer 
free, simply because we add the other 
level of septic control,” Mr. Penney 
said. 

Steve Colyer, town planning direc- 
tor, said the new Title 5 septic system 
regulations may put some crimps in 
development, but that because of densi- 
ty restrictions and wetlands laws 
already in place, the lack of a perc test 
would not significantly increase the 
number of buildable lots in town.

Andover residents who might relish 
a dip at Pomps Pond on a hot summer 
evening - only to find guards off-duty 
at 5 or 6 p.m. — may take heart in a 
Department of Community Services 
budget proposal for the coming fiscal 
year. DCS officials are seeking a 
$15,000 increase in its seasonal account 
to allow the pool to remain open until 8 
p.m. 

At the selectmen's budget work ses- 
sion Monday night, D.C.S. program 
coordinator Peg Campbell said $4,000 of 
the $15,000 is needed to pay for guards 
and parking attendants to keep the 
pond open extended hours. The 
remaining $11,000 would be used to pay 
for six more young people to help run 
the DCS youth trips. 

The two requests are lumped togeth- 
er because there is no separate line 
item available for either request, Ms. 
Campbell said. Both come under “sea- 
sonal” help. 

Closing the pond at 5 or 6 p.m. 
means people who work can’t use it 
during the week, Ms. Campbell said. 
Many people have asked that the pond 
remain open later. This is the first year 
the department is asking for money to 


keep the pond open later. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
however, nixed the proposal in his bud- 
get recommendations. After the meet- 
ing, he said he has observed that pond 
use after 6 p.m. is nil, especially later 
in the summer. When it was pointed 
out evening use might be low because 
the pond is closed, he said he has rec- 
ommended funding for peak hours. 

“There is only so much money to 
spread around,” he said. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said on 
hot days, people come to the pond after 
hours anyway, and he questioned the 
town’s liability in this situation. A 6- 
year-old Cambridge boy drowned last 
summer at Pomps Pond while swim- 
ming with his family after hours. 


Police 

Selectmen also heard budget presen- 
tations by Police, Fire and Council on 
Aging departments Monday night. 

The Police Department is seeking 
money to add four new officers to the 
force. With a state-funded anti-drug 
education (D.A.R.E.) officer scheduled 
to be in the schools 10 months a year, 
another officer is needed for patrol 
work. Police have asked for $16,000 to

fill this slot. 

Also, police have applied for a 
$75,000 federal community policing 
grant for three more officers. The grant 
covers three-quarters of the officers’ 
pay for three years, so the town would 
pay the remainder. However, due to 
the federal budget impasse, grant mon- 
ey is not likely to be seen anytime 
soon. 

After the meeting, Andover Police 
Chief James J. Johnson said it is 
unlikely the town will get a federal 
grant for three officers. Probably it will 
get money for one more, he said. Ideal- 
ly, he said, he would like to see the 
force at 50 officers. It now has 46. 

The police budget review also resur- 
rected the topic of replacing a police 
department motorcycle. Confusion 
seemed to abound about which motor- 
cycle was to be replaced. Police asked 
for money in its budget proposal to 
replace a motorcycle purchased in 
1988, but the town manager cut out that 
request. Some selectmen appeared to 
think police were seeking to replace a 
motorcycle wrecked in 1994. 

The Police Department received an 
insurance check to replace that cycle, 
but haven't been given the go-ahead to 
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actually buy one. 

Selectman James M. Barenboim 
said he was against replacing the 1988 
motorcycle, but he was not against 
using the insurance money for a 
motorcycle to be used in parades or 
traffic, but not as a regular patrol vehi- 
cle. 

Selectman William T. Downs sug- 
gested the board and the town manager 
should further discuss the motorcycle 
purchase. 


Fire 

In its budget, the Fire Department 
asked to replace its rescue boats, a 
request turned down by the town man- 
ager. But Fire Chief Harold F. Hayes is 
seeking support from selectmen to buy 
a hovercraft sometime in the future for 
water rescues. 

Hovercrafts are more suitable for 
the job because "the rescuers don't 
have to be rescued," the chief said. 4 

Selectmen should complete their 
budget review by the end of February, 
Mr. Stapcezynski said, and the Finance 
Committee is slated to take the final- 
ized budget to print on March 11. Resi- 
dents will vote on the budget at Annual 
Town Meeting in April. 


Bowling alley plan unanimously approved by planners

Praising the architectural design, 
Planning Board members Tuesday 
night unanimously approved a propos- 
al to develop the former Park Street 
bowling alley into a retail shopping 
center.

Concerns raised were primarily 
about parking and safety issues for 
pedestrians. But it was brought to the 
board’s attention that revisions were 
made in the architectural plans that 
allowed not only for greater pedestrian 
visibility, but also for a new innovation 
in Andover parking that would allow

Water 

A lack of town water in certain 
areas has proved to be more of a 
hurdle for developers than have sep- 
tic problems, according to Mr. Coly- 
er. 

“If you create a ‘subdivision’ of 
residential homes, my concern is 


protection,” Mr. Colyer said. 

A private well would be allowed 
only if it met the same standards 
required of the municipal water sys- 
tem — that it provide 500 gallons of 
water per minute, sustainable for 10 
hours, on each lot. 

So, if the town stopped extending 
the water system, that could slow or 
halt development, according to Mr. 
Colyer. But, as with the sewer, if a 
developer wants to spend the mon- 
ey, the town really can’t stop him or 
her from putting the water in on 
their own. 

That’s the case currently on Jenk- 
ins Road, where a developer has pro- 
posed a 23-lot subdivision adjacent 
to the Loscutoffs’ Camp Evergreen. 
The developer has ‘offered to pay 
nearly $1 million to bring the water 


Salem Street to Jenkins Road, then 
south on Jenkins Road to the devel- 
opment site. (James Loscutoff Jr. 
has filed a warrant article for April 
Town Meeting aimed at reducing 
the impact of this development.) 

When a developer is willing to do 
that, Mr. Colyer said, planners look 
at what the impact will be on devel- 
opment potential for every other 
property the water line passes. This 
is apt in the Jenkins Road proposal, 
because now someone is looking at 
the 35-acre Pettigrew property, for- 
merly a mink farm at 89 Jenkins 
Road, for development. 

In its next installment of this 
series, the Townsman will talk to 
some of those who oppose continued 
growth in Andover, and at some of 
the ways they are trying to stop it.

Schools and 
selectmen need 
to talk more often 


At Monday night’s schools budget work- 
shop, Christine McCarthy, a member of the 
schools ad hoc finance committee, told the 
roughly 200 residents in attendance they 
were voicing their concerns about possible 
schools cuts to the wrong people. It was the 
selectmen who were forcing the cuts on the 
schools, she said. 

The schools and selectmen need to work 
together on this budget problem or every- 
ane loses. 

The School Committee, selectmen and 
the Finance Committee have a joint meet- 
ing scheduled for Feb. 29. That’s a good 
idea. But meeting every two or three 
months — or only when there is a crisis 
looming — is not enough. If these two 
boards talked more often, they might learn 
to work well together. 

At issue now is the disparity between 
the town manager’s proposed fiscal 1997 
recommended schools budget and what the 
schools say they need. The gulf between the 
two is about $1.2 million. 

Some residents at Monday’s meeting 
a that the town spend more of their tax 

ollars on the schools. Some indicated they 
may be willing to pay higher taxes to allow 
that to happen. But selectmen have been 
pushing in the opposite direction on taxes. 

Urged on by residents who want to 
reduce taxes, board members for the last 
few years have encouraged the town man- 
ager not to tax to the levy limit, the maxi- 
mum amount that can be raised in taxes 
under Proposition 24. In response, the town 
manager stayed under the limit a little bit 
each year. That savings accumulates each 
year so that for F'Y97, if the town manger’s 
yecommended budget were approved, there 
would be an excess levy capacity of 
$870,000. 

Maybe the School Committee and select- 
men, working together, can include in the 
budget a line item that would give voters at 
town meeting the option of adding some 
portion of this excess capacity back into 
the budget and dedicating it for the schools. 

Selectmen have also pulled some big- 
ticket items off the Town Meeting warrant 
to give priority to the school building pro- 
ject. If spending is reduced on the town 
side, that would free up more potential rev- 
enues for the schools — with less of an 
‘Impact on the tax rate - if that is what vot- 
ers decide they want. 

Either way, the voters get to decide only 
if the option is included in the budget that 
goes to Town Meeting. Town and school 
officials should continue to work to cut the 
budget, but they should also consider giv- 
ing voters the option to decide if they want 

to spend more money on schools.

Control growth 
to control taxes 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently received and read your 
article and was intrigued by your 
last sentence, “ ‘How do you address 
the impact of empty-nesters selling 
out to families?’ Mr. Colyer asked.” 

The answer is simple. Get town 
expenses under control so that taxes 
can be reduced to a reasonable level. 

I was born in Andover and lived 
there most of my first 40 years. When 
I moved to an Atlanta suburb in 1972, 
the taxes on my $35,000 Andover 
home were less than $400 per year. 
My taxes in Georgia on a $41,500 
home were about $500. After 20 
years, Georgia taxes had risen to 
about $800. The house we sold in 
Andover is being taxed in the high 
$2,000s. I owned a 2.4-acre lot in 
Andover during part of this time. 
This was raw land —- we did not 
require any services as we were in 
Georgia. It was taxed at about $1,800. 
At the same time, our home in Geor- 
gia, and our $75,000 condo in Florida 
were taxed a total of around $1,200 
per year. 

Andover officials do not appear to 
even consider that reducing expens- 
es is a viable alternative to raising 
taxes. You have written articles 


showing Costs out of control such as 
firemen taking 12.5 sick days per 
year and the town manager agreeing 
that police detail work at $35 per 
hour is OK. Town employees were 
even given an extra five years credit 
to retire early. Money would be 
saved on Salaries for a year or two, 
but how about the next 25 years. | 
suspect this is just scratching the 
surface. With many expenditure 
approvals, it seems that some are 
“got to’s” (necessary), but too many 
are “nice to’s.” 

Many people who have spent their 
lives in Andover and are now on 
fixed incomes can’t afford the cur- 
rent levelS and continual tax increas- 
es on their homes. The “small” 
increase just levied raised many peo- 
ple taxes by a few hundred dollars. 
Their only alternative is to sell and 
leave, most likely to a younger cou- 
ple with children. In addition, the 
more anyone attempts to control 
growth, the higher real estate prices 
will go as there will be fewer homes 
available for purchase. With higher 
home prices, guess who is even more 
inclined to sell. It’s a “Catch 22” for 
the town unless they reduce taxes. 

Keep up the good work. I’m look- 
ing forward to your next articles.

Plastic reuse is the stepchild of the recycling

Plastic recycling seems to be the 
stepchild of the recycling movement. 

The paper, tin, glass and aluminum 
industries have come into this recy- 
cling age and have made a point of 
investing serious money into restruc- 
turing manufacturing procedures to 
recycle. Intensive research and produc- 
tion realignment could go a long way to 
improve the long-term recycling effi- 
ciency of the plastics industry. But the 
reverse is what is happening. 

Plastic industries not only are not 
working toward recycling, but are 
spending thousands and millions to 


so many of the plungers eagerly antici- 
pated jumping in. 

At exactly 1 p.m., the plungers made 
a mad dash for the water and dove in. 
Sputtering, gasping, and various color- 
ful (and off-color) exclamations were 
immediately followed by incredible 
bursts of speed that would put most 
Olympic athletes to shame as people 
came sprinting out of the water for a 
dry towel and a hot cup of coffee. 

Among the 50 people involved in the 
event were Tony N’ Tina, the title char- 
acters of the successful off-Broadway

“It was a piece of cake,” said Mr. 
Demers. Mr. Gesing agreed “It was 
great.

plastic resins, which complicates the 
recycling process. Plastic is also hard 
to crush and therefore costly to trans- 
port. Nevertheless plastics are being 
recycled and much more could be done. 
We have two responsibilities in this 
matter: 

1 — Buy less plastic. This can mean 
finding other packaging materials — 
glass for fruit juice, paper for milk. 

2 — Buy goods that are not over pack- 
aged in plastic. Many products have 
many layers of packaging. All of which 
makes more trash and is annoying to 
handle. We, the public, with our buy-

PUT GRINDING TO A HALT 

While everyone grinds his or her teeth at night occasionally, it 
is estimated that 20 percent of the population grinds its teeth to the 
point of causing tooth damage. Bruxism (tooth grinding) is 
responsible for tooth-clenching pressures of 250 pounds per 
square inch, which is ten times more than the force exerted during 
normal chewing. To make matters worse, nocturnal tooth grinding 
impacts the teeth at unnatural angles. As a result, front teeth can 
be worn down significantly, and other teeth can crack, chip, or 
fracture. Bruxism is also a prime contributor to headaches, muscle 
soreness, and temporomandibular joint (TMJ) disorders. While the 
root cause of bruxism is likely to be stress, the dentist can 
prescribe a protective nightguard to safeguard the teeth from its 
destructive symptoms.

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Cold weather tip: Keep your fuel system clean 


Review your car care check list. 
Antifreeze. Battery. Oil change. Snow 
tires. When getting ready to drive 
through winter weather, most of us 
will remember those. But, what about 
that high precision fuel delivery sys- 
tem? The one where we've heard even 
microscopic particles of sediment or 
deposit can throw a wrench into the 
works. Maybe not. 

Winter starting is challenge enough 
without allowing a dirty fuel system in 
the mix: Low temperatures can cut 
your battery's available power in half.

Pump up for pothole protection

For much of the U.S., winter means that 
there will be highway pothole damage. Giv 
en the number and size of potholes this sea- 
son, it may be impossible for you to avoid 
every gouge in the pavement, but there are 
some important things you can do to mini 
mize damage to your tires, rims and front- 
end alignments 

First and foremost, you must make sure 
your tires are properly inflated to the vehi 
cle manufacturer's specifications. This 
puts a protective cushion of air between 
you and that unavoidable pothole. Failure 
to keep tires properly inflated can com 
pound your problems should you hit a pot 
hole 

For example, if you hit a pothole with an 
underinflated tire, you can damage the 
wheel of your vehicle. On the other hand, 
when a tire is overinflated, hitting a pot 
hole can damage the tire itself. Refer to the 
vehicle owner’s manual or placard (affixed 
to the driver-side door post, glove compart 
ment door or fuel door) for the proper tire 
inflation pressure for your vehicle 

Another good strategy to minimize pot 
hole damage is to watch the road ahead for 
potholes and other road hazards. This can 
often give you enough reaction time to slow 
down for the pothole or to avoid it com 
pletely, but be careful to watch out for oth 
er vehicles when slowing down or maneu 
vering to avoid such obstacles 

Never brake during pothole impact 
Instead, apply brakes before hitting a pot

If your vehicle’s steering feels different 
ly to you after hitting a pothole, have the 
alignment checked immediately, and ask 
your service person to check your shock 
absorbers and your tires at the same time. 
Correct front-end alignment is essential for 
good tire mileage and better fuel efficiency. 

Potholes are caused by the repeated 
freezing and thawing of water which has 
seeped beneath the pavement’s surface 
When the temperature drops, the water 
freezes and expands, pushing the pavement 
up. As thawing occurs, the water drains 
away, leaving a hole under the roadway 
The pavement is then broken by the weight 
of passing vehicles, thus creating the pot 
hole
